Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 
rejection of claims 1 , 3, 6, 8, 9, and 1 1 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 , 3, 6, 8, 9, and 1 1 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art, as best exemplified by US 6,194,120 to Chan et al., whether taken 
individually or in combination, fails to disclose or render obvious that polarization or 
birefringence of a D-shaped portion of an optical waveguide changes in response to a 
measurand sensed by an optical sensor comprising the optical waveguide.
